The  announcement  read  that  students  must  be  introduced 
by  responsible  people  tt>  soldiers  if  they  were  not  old  ac¬ 
quaintances.  This  does  not  mean  that  students  may  not 
date  men  in  uniform. 

The  announcement  had  one  purpose:  to  encourage  the 
girls  not  to  make  dates  with  soldiers  of  short  acquaintan¬ 
ce.

If  a  girl  continues  seeing  a  soldier  for  several  weekends, 
the  housemother  will  ask  her  to  write  for  special  permission 
from  home  to  date  the  boy  thereby  relieving  the  school  of 
responsibility. 

All  boys  in  .uniform  who  date  GSCW  girls  are  cordially 
invited  to  do  so.  They  are  welcome  on  the  campus.

New  Relic

After  reading  last  week’s  ar¬ 
ticle  on  the  Georgia  museum, 
Mrs,  J,  L.  Beeson,  wife  of  for¬ 
mer  President  Beeson  of  GSCW, 
wrote  in  to  tell  students  of  the 
newest  relic  to  be  added  to  the 
museum.
